Of all the vegetables our food 
markets offer, the potato has 
long been and still is the fav­ 
orite. For the money spent on 
them, potatoes give a high re­ 
turn in food value. Potatoes sup­ 
ply us with v i t a m i n C, thi­ 
amine, niacin and minerals. 
Persons who are reducing in 
weight sometimes shun pota­ 
toes because they believe them 
•to be high in calories. Actual­ 
ity, potatoes are no higher in ca­ 
nones than many foods, but ad­ 
dled fat or gravy can greatly in­ 
crease the calories in the po­ 
tatoes as served. 
For example, a potato of me­ 
dium size — boiled, pressure- 
cooked, or baked — provides 
only about IOO calories, approx­ 
imately the same number as 
a large apple or orange or half 
of a large grapefruit. Fried po­ 
tatoes may be two to four times 
aa high in calories as the same 
weight of boiled, baked, or pres­ 
tige - cooked potatoes. 
To get the most food value 
from potatoes, cook them while 
in their jackets; boiling in as 
little water as possible saves 
the most vitamins. 
Don’t overcook potatoes. Po­ 
tatoes cooked only until dona 
are at their best In taste, food 
value and appearance.

CORN BREEDERS at the 
Station reported that some of 
the varieties grown in test plots 
in s o u t h e r n Ohio showed 
resistance to the disease l a s t 
year. From 12 to 15 varieties 
exhibited resistance under field 
conditions. Now the scientists 
are trying to put these resist­ 
ance factors into other varie­ 
ties adapted to the Corn Belt. 
The new v i r u s disease has 
been named Maize Dwarf Mos­ 
aic, a name a g r e e d upon by 
more than IOO scientists from 32 
states and Canada who met at 
Wooster in November to trade 
information on corn viruses. 
Last year the Station hosted 
more than 15,000 visitors who 
came to l o o k at research in 
progress and to talk with mem­ 
bers of the staff. Many of the 
visitors attended special field 
days; others visited the Station 
as members of small groups or 
as individuals. Still others took 
advantage of th~ air strip and 
flew in to d i s c u s s their ag­ 
ricultural problems with staff 
members. 
A group of county Extension 
agents from 14 North Central 
states and Mississippi and Ken­ 
tucky visited the research cen­ 
ter d u r i n g a five - state tour. 
They l o o k e d over research 
being conducted on tillage sys­ 


tems and visited the strontium- 
90 plots w h e r e scientists are 
studying the effects of cropping 
s y s t e m s on the uptake of 
strontium-90 from the soil. This 
unique 
study, 
supported 
by 
funds from the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission, is the only one 
of its kind in the United States. 
Several new crop varieties 
were released by the Station 
last y e a r . They included a 
new soybean variety called 
Chippewa 64 and an apple 
named Holiday. The new soy­ 
bean was approved and re­ 
leased for commercial pro­ 
duction. 
Developed cooperatively with 
the U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture, Chippewa 64 has o u t - 
standing resistance to Phyto- 
pbthora root rot, which has be­ 
come a problem in northwest­ 
ern Ohio. Chippewa 64 is simil­ 
ar to Chippewa, except that it 
exhibits resistance to the roc* 
rot organism. 
The apple, Holiday, was nam­ 
ed and introduced during th e 
Christmas holidays. Its intro­ 
duction climaxed nearly a quar­ 
ter century of work on the 
variety of Dr. F. S. Howlett.

Appalachia Bill 
Debate Awaited 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Ap-1 
palachia Development Bill may I 
be ready for Senate debate 
within two weeks. 
The billion-dollar federal aid 
measure, designed to revive the 
economy in ll states, won Sen­ 
ate approval last year but died 
in the House.
